The | letter from Archbishop 
Joseph L. Bernardin of Cincinnati 
was an official advisory of the 
suspension from the exercise of the 
priestly ministry of French-born 
Archbishop Marcel Lefebvre, rector 
of a traditionalist seminary in 
Switzerland. 


HE OPPOSES the decrees of the 
Second Vatican Council and recently 
disobeyed an order from the Pope by 
illegally ordaining 13 men to the 
priesthood. 


SALISBURY, Rhodesia (NC)—Bishop 
Donal Lamont of Umtali has warned 
“Rhodesian Prime Minister Ian Smith 
‘that he will have the blood of his 
countrymen on his hands if he does not 
modify his racist policies. 

In an’ open letter criticizing “the 
government, Bishop Lamont, long an 
outspoken critic of Smith’s white-minor- 
ity regime, 
personnel might be justified in giving 
illegal assistance to anti-government 
guerillas. 


BISHOP Lamont asked for ‘‘immedi- 
ate’’ modification of the Rhodesian 
government's policies to avoid plunging 
southern Africa into ‘‘cruel war.’’ 


‘“My conscience forces me to say that 
with your racist and oppressive policies, 
with your refusal to, change, . your 
government has created the injustices 
that are at the bottom of the present 
disorders,’’ the bishop wrote. ‘‘Because 
of this, you will bear the responsibility 
for the (coming) bloodshed.”’ 


Bishop Lamont said Rhodesian blacks 
had become .‘‘second-class citizens -in 
their own countty’’ and that the

In his letter, sent-at the request of 
Cardinal Jean Villot, papal secretary 
of state, Archbishop Bernardin said 


that “‘this sad affair gives us all an ~ 


Opportunity .to reflect on the 
Church’s teaching role and our 
responsibility as bishops united with 
the Holy Father.’’ 

The archbishop said ‘‘there are 
surely areas where further theologi- 
cal study and refinement are needed 
and the theologians and others are 
crucial to this task.’ 


BUT HE cautioned that the 
pursuit of theological truth ‘‘should 
always be carried on in solidarity 
with the teaching authority of the 
Church and with a willingness to 
acknowledge the  magisterium 
(teaching authority) as the final 
arbiter in matters pertaining to our 
Catholic faith.’’

Mistrali was arrested June 22 and is 
due to be tried Sept. 7. She treated the 
wounded man at Mtoko mission, about 
60 miles from the Rhodesian capital, 
Salisbury. The woman doctor has spent 
10 years serving leprosy patients in 
southern Africa.

Sister chaplain not a ‘preacher’ 


HARTFORD, Conn.. (NC)—News- 
papers here reported that Archbish- 
op John F. Whealon of Hartford had 
given preaching faculties to Sister 
Kathleen Cannon, chaplain at New 
Haven’s Albertus Magnus College. 


The archbishop was credited with 
being the first bishop to grant the 
faculties to a woman, but it was alla 
misunderstanding. In a statement, 
Archbishop Whealon said: 

“THERE HAS been some confu- 
sion over recent press reports that a 
woman Religious in the archdiocese 
of Hartford has been given ‘faculties 
to preach.’ 


‘To clarify the question we note 


that the woman Religious in 


question was appointed chaplain of a 
college for women by the college 


authorities; her appointment was 
not made by the archbishop. 


‘‘The chaplain has not been given 
the faculties of the archdiocese to 
preach. Whether a Catholic bishop 
can issue faculties to preach to an 
individual not in holy orders is an 
unresolved question still under 
study. 


“THE SECOND Vatican Council 
states: ‘The laity have the capacity 
to be deputed by the hierarchy to 
exercise certain Church functions for 
a spiritual purpose.’ 

“In that limited way, this 
Religious Sister has been deputed to 
Carry out her role as chaplain and to 
instruct and counsel those to whom 
she ministers. In this work we wish 
her God’s blessing and success.”’

. Community without a home

POWAY—St. Gabriel’s is a parish without 
a home. The pastor lives in an apartment, 
Masses are celebrated on weekends in a 
public school and baptisms are always in the 
parents’ house. 


Why? St. Gabriel’s is a new parish, one of 
six founded in the diocese in the last three 
years, and, as yet, there is no church or 
parish plant to draw the people together for 
Mass and the sacraments. 


Carved from neighboring St. Michael’s 
parish, St. Gabriel’s was established in 
1973, explains Father Charles Dollen, 
pastor, as he sits in the apartment that 
doubles as his living quarters and as parish 
operations base. 


When Father Dollen arrived as the first 
pastor, his new parish consisted only of four 
and a half acres of land—a gift from Father 
Michael Coughlan and the people of St. 
Michael’s—and the homes of 250 Catholic 
families, the parishioners of St. Gabriel’s. 


He rented his apartment and secured 
space at Twin Peaks Middle School for the 
next Sunday’s Masses immediately and then 
set to work to establish a parish education 
program. 


Father Dollen rounded up nearly 80 
volunteer teachers and conducted a crash 
training course for them, Then the teachers 
held classes in their homes for pre-school, 
elementary, middle school students and two 
CYO groups. 


With that underway, Father Dollen began 
“building the community spirit’’, which he 
insists is the key element in establishing a 
new parish. 


“Physically it is easier to establish a sense 
of unity when there is a parish plant to draw 
the people together,” he said. 


“BUT I BELIEVE that, psychologically, it 
is easier to build a community in a parish 
without a church because the lack of a 
common meeting ground forces the people 
and the pastor to work more closely together 
to accomplish anything,’ Father Dollen 
explains. 


The first step in building the community 
was to organize the Ladies of St. Gabriel’s, 
the priest recalled. ‘‘A pastor is dead unless 
he has the ladies behind him,’’ he said 
smiling. 


He immediatly assigned the ladies to a 


parish census. ‘‘With the information 
gathered we published a parish directory so 
the people could get to know their fellow 
parishioners.’’ 


THEN CAME the parish council and the 
men’s club. “I am completely sold on the 
parish council concept,’”’ Father Dollen Said. 


“It really involves the people in the 
decision-making process. And if they have a 
voice in the decisions, then they must help to 
make the decisions work, and that is one of 
the strongest aspects of community build- 
ing,’ he said. 

The priest also credits the Southern Cross 
with a major role in welding the people of his 
parish into a single community. He said each 
family in the parish gets an automatic 
subscription, ‘‘and the newspaper is a big 
help as a teaching aid and in making the 
people aware of their larger diocesan 
community.’’ 


EVEN WITHOUT a parish plant, he 
believes St. Gabriel’s is a thriving parish 
because there are always more than enough 
people willing to volunteer to accomplish any 
task. 


“The parish council decided to run a 
weekly bingo game, for instance,’’ Father 
Dollen said. ‘‘And the Sunday the decision 
was announced, 83 people volunteered to 
run the game. It is definitely a lay-run 
parish. I am just the coordinator,” he said. 


Since the parish was founded in 1973 it 
has grown from 250 to 400 families. “Tt is an 
extremely cosmopolitan parish. We have all 
kinds—young, old, rich, poor belonging to 
as many ethnic groups as you care to name,”’ 
the priest noted. 


“AND THEY really pull together. We 
offered to have a special Spanish-speaking 
guild of the ladies’ group and to have a 
weekly Mass in Spanish,”’ he remembers. 


“‘And the Spanish-speaking community in 
the parish adamantly refused. They said 
they did not want to be different or singled 
out,’’ Father Dollen said. 


The parish without a home will probably 
have one by the end of next year. An 
additional three acres of land have been 
bought adjacent to the four and a half acres 
given them by St. Michael’s and construc- 
tion of their first church is tentatively 
scheduled for early 1977. 


BUT A CHURCH building will be greeted 
with mixed emotions. ‘‘Some of the people

We see so much more 
that we could be doing, especially for senior 
citizens and youth, if we only had the 
facilities.”’

Diego diocese, because Southern Califor- 
nia’s population continues to boom bringing

SINCE 1970, for example, 10 new parishes 
have been established. And since 1973 six 
parishes, St. Gabriel’s, St. Matthew’s, 
Corona; St. Anthony’s, Upland; St. Francis, 
Palm Desert; St. David, Apple Valley, and 
San Rafael, San Diego, have been founded. 

And Father Dollen and the people of St. 
Gabriel’s are thrilled to be part of that 
growth. Summed up simply, ‘‘it is very 
exciting,’’ Father Dollen reports.

Convention, Congress and Convention 


Sandwiched, as it was, between two political 
conventions, the Eucharistic Congress in Philadel- 
phia received somewhat short shrift from much of 
the news media. In fact, for a few days, the only 
television news it generated was a_ passing 
reference connected to the mysterious ‘‘Legion- 
naires disease’’ which preceded the congress. 


The significance of the Eucharistic Congress was 
perhaps lost on many— including many Catholics— 
in the United States. Yet it was an historic moment, 
bringing the ‘‘center’’ of the universal Church into 
the United States and the city of brotherly love. For 
one week, Philadelphia was the scene of a 
tremendous concentration of the beauty of the 
Christian witness. 


It certainly affected the Apostolic Delegate, 


Archbishop Jean Jadot. ‘‘| would see in this 
congress the most significant event in the life of the 
Church in the last three years,’’ he said. ‘| came 


here with very mixed feelings, because | thought it 
would be mostly crowds and ceremonies and 
pageantry, perhaps even a manifestation of 
Catholic power.’’ 

Then, after referring to the presence of Christ in 
the Eucharist, he added, ‘‘I will go home from here 
a different priest. This has been not just a school, 
not just an intellectual experience, but a mystical 
experience, much like a retreat. | have truly seen 
the Lord at work among his people.”’ 


Logistics of ceremonies 

If ever we think of hosting a Eucharistic or 
similarly large congress in this part of the world, 
the logistics on the needs for the Masses hint-at the 
size of the undertaking. 

In Philadelphia the liturgies required: 500 
complete sets of vestments, 1,500 albs, 1.75 million 
hosts for Holy Communion, 6,000 quarts of altar 
wine, 1,500 holy water buckets, 54 ceramic 
chalices, a 1,000 voice choir, a 200-member 
symphony orchestra, 750,000 Mass booklets, 6,500 
volunteer ushers and aides, and a 10-ton steel 
canopy for the final Mass in the John F. Kennedy 
stadium. 

Did you watch that Mass on television? Although 
majestic in parts, | feel it ““missed’’ in some ways. 
There seemed to be technical problems of timing 
and coordination throughout, and finally the 
coverage faded out just at the words of 
consecration. Time had run out. 


Contraceptives on TV 

There has been a move among broadcasters to 
review the codes governing radio and television 
advertising policies which presently preclude 
advertising contraceptive products. This is a clear 
indication that there are many stations which would 
accept such advertising if they could get the code 
changed. 

The United States bishops have declared their 
opposition to any such extension. However, there is 
a danger that a review of the code in the fall might 
find it so adjusted as to bring contraceptive ads 
right into the home.

The return of legal bingo to many church halls, 
once local city regulations have been cleared, will 
no doubt help parish coffers. The harmless social 
entertainment and community spirit so engendered 
are fringe benefits to fund-raising, but equally

However, don’t try running a golf competition as 
a fund-raiser. The Trenton, N.J., diocese 
sponsored the 1976 Ladies Professional Golf 
Association Classic last May, hoping to raise about 
$200,000 for diocesan educational and charitable 
causes. Instead they ended with a $14,400 deficit. 


‘Everybody made money but the diocese,’’ 
mused Msgr. William Fitzgerald, diocesan 
chancellor. By the time they paid $76,000 in prize 
money, $62,000 for printing and $45,000 for the 
ney club venue, there wasn’t anything left but 
debts.

It is interesting, too, to consider the 
kind of response that might be 
forthcoming were we to greet fellow 
parishioners with the words ‘‘Are you 
saved2”’ For one thing, this terminol- 
ogy is virtually unheard. in a Catholic 
context. For another, it seems to be a 
most embarrassing question for us to 
answer! 


Christians of other denominations 


But although most of us must really 


. believe that we are saved, we give the 


impression that we are not quite sure 
it is proper to admit it! 

ACCOSTED BY those challenging 
words, we might shrug, laugh, look 
uneasily away, or earnestly explain 
the ‘‘Church’s viewpoint’’ and utter 
the pious hope that in time we may 
eventually merit salvation. We Catho- 
lics, of course, phrase the question a 
little differently. ; 


“Do you think you will get to 
heaven?2’’ For some reason, this form 
is less threatening and far less 
startling. But even here, there are 
pitfalls—or perhaps, hang-ups. 

Taken a little off guard some weeks 
ago when someone sprang this 
question, | answered quite honestly, 
“Yes, of course,” and was roundly 
scolded for conceit and arrogance. But 
is it conceited and arrogant or 
over-confident for a Christian, gen- 
uinely striving to live the Christian 
life, to see personal salvation as an 
assured end? 


tremendous responsibility upon us. 


St. Leo the Great, in a modern 
translation of his Sermons by Sister 
Anne Field, says ‘‘we can never sit 
back and think we are exonerated 
from taking part in our own 
salvation,’ but continues ‘‘it iss 
necessary for us constantly to claim 
our share of Christ’s sonship and 
renounce the lifestyle of those who are 
spiritually dead.’’ 


We must ‘‘claim’’ the gifts we 
receive from God and offer them back 
to him, as part of that universal 
harmony which returns all things to 
their source. We ‘‘claim’’ his salva- 
tion as a gift—as we claim the gift of 
his love and -guidance and endless 
generosity —but in order to savor it in 
its fullness, we must raise it up in his 
presence and give it back to him. 


iT IS A cycle we repeat in every 
aspect of human relationships. We 
may, for instance, be profoundly loved 
by someone, but until we ‘‘claim’’ 


relatively impoverished. 


Forgiveness, too, must be claimed 
and given before we can feel ourselves 
truly forgiven and healed of guilt. In 
fact, life itself must be ‘‘claimed’’ and 
given—in countless little ways—be- 
fore we can learn to live fully. 
Receiving all things in 
awareness and giving all that we 
receive, ‘we may finally become one 
with the creator and receiver of all 
things. 

We are not meant to claim salvation 
only after we are dead, surely, but to 
claim it now, here, in the life that 
flows in and through us from day to 


day. St. Leo said, ‘‘If we claim the gift ©

Attitudes to the Coming of Christ 


The idea of the Parousia 
surrounded by confusion 


By Father John J. Castelot 


In writing about 1 Peter last week, I 
suggested that the letter was probably 
written by a distant disciple of St. Peter late 
in the first century. One of my aims is to 
keep you informed of trends in modern 
biblical studies. However, there are trends 
and trends, and this week I shall begin by 
emphasizing the word ‘‘probably.”’ 


For while there are several who subscribe 
to this view, the arguments for the letter’s 
being authentically Petrine are by far the 
stronger. The actual literary style may be 
Silvanus’ as 5:12 states rather clearly, but he 
would simply have given eloquent expres- 
sion to Peter’s message. : 


IT IS A different story in 2 Peter. Biblical 
scholars practically unanimously agree that 
this is a late, sub-apostolic work. Dates 
suggested for composition run from 80 to 150 
A.D.; perhaps a date around 110 would be 
close. The author bends over backward to 
identify himself with Peter, but his attempts 
are transparent and self-conscious, and he 
tips his hand in several passages. 


For example, in 3:2 he writes: ‘‘Recall the 
teaching delivered long ago by. the holy 
prophets, as well as the new command of the 


Lord and Savior preached to you by’ the 
apostles.’’ And in the same view, those who 
are denying the Second Coming ask, 
‘Where is that promised coming of his? Our 
forefathers have been laid to rest, but 
everything stays just as it was when the 
world was created’’ (3:4). Both. passages 
indicate a time when people are looking back 
to the first Christian generation. 


Many other features of the letter make 
this conclusion inescapable. However, our 
immediate concern is not the authorship of 2 
Peter, but the allied question of the historical 
and theological situation which it supposes, 
especially the changing attitudes to Christ’s 
Second Coming. 


THIS ISSUE was of vital concern in the 
early Church. It involved a basic, general 
hope and expectation that the risen Lord 
would soon reappear in glory to establish 
definitively the Kingdom He came to earth 
to inaugurate. But apart from this basic 
expectation, there was much confusion on 
the subject, a confusion reflected in New 
Testament literature. 


In 2 Peter, such a long time has passed 
without any sign of the Second Coming that 
even this basic expectation is being called 
into serious question. The author devotes 


We, too, wait 


The Lord does not delay, 
the people must repent 


By William E. May 


Toward the close of the first century, after 
the fall of Jerusalem and its destruction by 
the Romans in 70 A.D. and after the majority 
of the first generation of Christians had 
‘fallen. asleep in the Lord,’’ the early 
Church was faced with severe temptations. 

Not only were there many false teachers, 
‘‘waterless springs’’ (2 Peter 2:17), men who 
despised authority (2 Peter 2:10) and 
deceitfully sought to lead the faithful to a 
false kind of freedom, there was also the 
gnawing doubt that the faith proclaimed by 
- the Apostles was a hoax. * 

For, after all, the Lord had not returned in 
glory, as He had promised, to give His 
faithful ones power and glory and dominion 


over all the earth. Could it be that the 
Apostles had been deceived, that their faith 
was empty, their hope futile? 


IT WAS IN this context that the Second 
Epistle of Peter and the Apocalypse were 
written. The temptation to despair and the 
appeal of those promising instant salvation 
put tremendous pressure on the faithful, 
creating tensions not unlike those we 
experience today. 

And so the message of the Second Epistle 
of Peter was one of encouragement and 
hope. The point of this letter was that Christ 
would indeed come in glory; He would be 
true to His word, faithful to His promise. But 
of that day no one of us has certain 
knowledge. 

What we do know is that the ‘‘delay’’ of

most of chapter 3 to demonstrating that the 
Lord will come again. 


His argumentation is involved, and he 
draws heavily on the Old Testament, 
(sometimes rather strangely interpreted) 
and on conventional imagery borrowed from 
apocalyptic sections of the prophets and 
apocryphal Jewish writings. In answer to the 
objection that nothing has changed since 
creation and, at least implicitly, that no 
change is in sight, he cites the legend of the 
destruction of the universe by the-waters of 
the flood and goes on to say: ‘‘The present 
heaven and earth are kept for the day of 
judgment, the day when godless men will be 
destroyed’’ (3:7). 


AS FOR THE apparent delay, he makes 
this important observation: 


This point must not be overlooked 
dear friends. In the Lord’s eyes, one day 
is as a thousand years and a thousand 
years are as a day. The Lord does not 
delay in keeping his promise—though 
some consider it ‘‘delay.’’ The day of 
the Lord will come like a thief, and on 
that day the heavens will vanish with a 
roar; the elements will be destroyed by 
fire...(3:8-10) 


He concludes: What we await are new 
heavens and a new earth where, according to 
his promise, the justice of God will reside. 
(3:11-13) 


The Apocalypse (Revelation) of John, 
using the same sort of imagery, speaks of a 
new heaven and a new earth, and predicts 
that the Lord will come ‘‘soon.’’ But ‘‘soon’’ 
is a relative term, especially in the context of 
eternity, where it loses much of its temporal 
urgency. 


the Lord in coming is a ‘‘delay’’ only in the 
eyes of men. For ‘‘the Lord does not delay in 
keeping his promise...Rather he shows you 
generous patience, since he wants none to 
perish but all to come to repentance’’ (2 
Peter 3:9). 


IN WAITING FOR the Lord to come—and 


come He surely will—we are to live as His — 


people. This means that we must be patient 
and make manifest through our lives that 
God has indeed come and visited His people. 
We show this by bearing our burdens 
patiently, helping one another and seeing in 
one another the child of God that we really 
are. 5 


These same themes.are struck in the 
Apocalypse, a work that stresses the 
certainty of the final divine _ judgment 
(Apocalypse 19:20ff; 2:1-3:22), the living 
unity of Christ with His Church (Apocalypse 
1:10-13; 1:1-3?22; 6:1-8;1), the absolute 
transcendence and majesty of God (Apoc- 
alypse 4:1-11), the majestic providence of 
God (Apocalypse 5:1-2), the equality of! 
Christ with His Father (Apocalypse 1:7, 8, 
18; 5:13; 7:10; 19:16), and the rewards that a 
life of faithfulness and perseverance in doing 
good will win (Apocalypse 2:7, 11, 17, 26-28; 
3:5, 12, 20-21; 14:13). 


The Second Coming 


THE AUTHOR OF 2 Peter had one 
objective: To establish the reality of the 
Second Coming in the face of denials that it 
would ever happen. In accomplishing that 
objective, he borrowed imaginative details 
from past and current literature, references 
to cosmic destruction by fire, with the 
elements melting away in a blaze, etc. It is 
important to recognize this imagery for what 
it is: imagery. 

John L. McKenzie says clearly in his 
Dictionary of the Bible, p. 640: 


Finally the imagery of the Parousia, 
which has-stimulated so much Christian 
art and poetry, should be faced. (It) is 


derived mainly from Deuteronomy 7:13 - 


with additions from other OT apocalyp- 
tic passages. This imagery the NT did 
not invent; it found it and applied.it to 
its own conceptions, transforming it in 
the application. 


IT SEEMS exegetically more secure 
to treat it as what it appears to be, 
imagery, and to draw no unwarranted 


conclusions in detail’ about the external 


features of the Parousia... 


A world catastrophe, which the 
Parousia and the judgment are, must 
indeed elicit images, but they should be 
understood as such. One may affirm 
that Jesus not only asserted that the 
time of the Parousia is unknown, but 
also that He uttered no concrete and 
detailed description of its external 
features. 


What we can say with certainty about the 
Parousia, the Second Coming, seems to be 
what we say every time we recite the Creed: 
‘“‘He will come again in glory to judge the 
living and the dead.”’ 


In many ways we face the same 
temptations that troubled the Christian 
communities to whom these writings of the 
New Testament were addressed. We, too, 


live in a world where the power of secular ( 


rulers is impressive and awe-inspiring. We, 
too, are’ promised instant happiness and 
salvation if we do this or do that. 


OUR MEMORY, too, of the One who. 
emptied Himself of His divinity, took on the 
form of a slave, and died ignominiously and 
ungloriously on the cross has grown dim. 
Why believe in a suffering and dying 
Messiah, a Christ who asks us to take up our 
cross daily, to turn the other cheek, to seek 
not our own? 


The Second Epistle of Peter and the 
Apocalypse partially answers these ques- 
tions. We are to have faith and to-live in 
humble patience because the story about 
Christ is true. The crucified Christ is indeed 
the Lord’s anointed, the very Son of the 
Father. In choosing to live as He did, we 
become one with Him, sharing his divinity 
just as He shared our humanity. 


The crucified Jesus, who truly rose from 
the dead in glory as the first fruits of the 
redemption, will in truth come again to 
welcome us into His: kingdom. 
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Biblical Profiles: Joseph 


A coat of much value 


and man of much grace —

Few stories in the Old Testament match 
the wonderful tale of Joseph. It shows there 
is nothing like jealousy to ruin a family. 
Allied to this is the observation that spoiling 
children is as old as families, and as 
destructive. 


Old Jacob favored his youngest boy giving 
him expensive garments to wear. This 
enraged his brothers: Moreover, his dreamy 
ways and superior attitudes (and probable 
refusal to help with the work) moved them to 
an irrational desire to kill him. They settled 
for selling him as a slave to a passing 
Egyptian caravan. 


POTIPHAR, AN Egyptian officer pur- 
chased the 17-year-old boy. Showing a quick 
sense of responsibility, Joseph soon became 
manager of Potiphar’s estate. The master’s 
wife fell in love with the handsome young 
man, but he refused to return her affection. 
Angry, due to the repudiated love, she 
framed him, accusing: him of having 
intruded upon: her. Potiphar sent the 
presumed criminal to jail. 


In prison, his leadership qualities 
emerged again. They put him in charge of a 
cell block. One day two new men arrived who 
had been butler and baker to the Pharaoh. 
Wild dreams plagued them at night and 
robbed them of sleep. Joseph asked them 
about their problems. They confided their 
dreams to him. 


The butler had seen a vine with fat grapes. 
He squeezed the grapes and filled the wine 
cup and gave it to Pharaoh. Joseph said that 
the dream meant that in three days the 
Pharaoh would forgive him and restore him 
to his former office. Joseph asked the butler 
to remember him when he was free. 


THE BAKER dreamed about a platter on 


his head. Three cakes rested on it and birds 
came and ate the cakes. Joseph tried to 
avoid interpreting the dream, but the baker 
pressed him. Sadly, Joseph told him that it 
meant that the Pharaoh would have him 
executed in three days. 


Joseph’s predictions came true, but the 
butler forgot him. 


Two years later the royal bedroom quaked 


with the shouts and mutterings of a restless . 


Pharaoh as he now was tormented with 
dreams about seven thin cows eating seven 
fat ones and seven lean ears of corn eating 
seven plump ones. It was then the butler 
recalled Joseph’s skill in dream interpreta- 
tion and brought him to court. 


JOSEPH TOLD the Pharaoh it meant that 
Egypt would experience seven years of big 
harvests and a population explosion among 
the cattle. This would be followed by seven 
years of famine in which the fields would dry 
up and the cattle would die. 


The best thing to do is to build warehouses 
to store grain so that there will be no hunger 
during the bad period said Joseph. He 
counseled the Pharaoh to appoint a minister 
of agriculture to oversee the collection and 


distribution. Pharaoh agreed and put the. 


bright young Joseph in charge. 


Everything happened as Joseph pre- 
dicted. First the feast and then the famine. 
Neighboring countries journeyed to Egypt 


for a pittance of food. Joseph personally ~ 


interviewed all grain missions from outside 
the country. Jacob’s family needed grain 
and so they came to Joseph. Age had 
changed him beyond their recognition. He 


spoke only Egyptian so they did not know ~ 


him. 


HE ASKED about the family and heard 
about Benjamin. He demanded to see his 
younger brother and held Simeon as 
hostage. This was another sorrowful blow for 
Jacob who now had his cup full of pain for all 
the mischief he had caused in his own young 
days. Imminent starvation demanded co- 


operation with Joseph. They returned with 


Benjamin. 

Joseph wept when he saw his: younger 
brother. ‘‘Come closer to me. I am your 
brother Joseph, whom you once sold into 
Egypt. But do not be distressed, and do not 
reproach yourselves for having sold me here. 
It was really for the sake of saving lives that

God sent me here ahead of you’’ (Genesis 
45:4-5). 


Thus Joseph provided the key to the 
message of his story, to save life. The 
Church has always connected him with 
Christ, crucified by his brothers, but raised 
up by the Father for the salvation of the 
world. 


We see that God has chosen His people 
out of all nations, Abraham from Mesopo- 
tamia, Isaac from Canaan, and Joseph from 
Egypt. Out of the complexities of history, 
God wove the first beginnings of His plan for 
salvation. The story of Joseph completes the 
story of the patriarchs and sets the stage for 
the subsequent unfolding of God’s plan in 
the Judges, Kings, Prophets and Wise men.

Are all Catholics who remarry after 
obtaining a civil divorce excommuni- 
cated from the Church? Paulist Father 
James Young doesn’t think so. He is 
chaplain of the North American 
Conference of Divorced and Sepa- 
rated Catholics, and he believes that 
divorce is the number one family life 
issue facing the U.S. Church. He 
made thie following remarks at a press 
conference in Philadelphia during the 
International Eucharistic Congress: 


Under U.S. Church law, validly 
married Catholics who obtain a civil 
divorce and remarry are excommuni- 
cated, noted Paulist Father James 
Young. 

Because of limitations imposed by 
the Church law, however, this penalty 
is rarely incurred. 


BUT SUCH Catholics are not given 
confessional absolution or Holy Com- 
munion. Unless a first marriage is 
annulled—declared by a Church court 
to be nonexistent—a Catholic cannot 
remarry with Church blessing while 
her or his spouse is living. 

U.S. Church law on divorce and 
remarriage was enacted by the U.S. 
bishops in 1884 at the Third Plenary 
Council of Baltimore, Father Young 
noted, adding that it applies only to 
U.S. Catholics. ‘ 

In 1973, the Canon Law Society of 
America: (CLSA), the association of 
the nation’s Church lawyers, set up a 
committee to study the status of 
divorced and separated Catholics in 
the Church, the Paulist said. .The 
committee concluded that divorced 
Catholics who remarry are not 
excommunicated, he said. 


The canon lawyers, he explained, 
questioned whether: 


—The U. S. bishops had the 
authority .to make such a law, 
unprecedented in Church history; 


— Most Catholics would satisfy the 
provision since, they said, the 
excommunication is imposed only on 
those who openly and hatefully reject 
Church teaching on the indissolubility 
of marriage; 


Dr. Park S. Gerald, a geneticist at 
Harvard Medical School, is worried 
over the increasing number of women 
who are taking prenatal tests to 
determine the sex of their unborn 
children, ‘‘sex-typing’’, with the 
intention of having an abortion if the 
child’s sex does not suit them. At Bar 
Harbor, Me., Dr. Gerald lectured on 
the subject at a conference sponsored 
by the National Foundation — March 
of Dimes and Baltimore’s Johns 
Hopkins University. 


“The propriety of obliterating a 
fetus that has no abnormality simply 
because it is not the parents’ 
preferred sex’’, worries Dr. Park S. 
Gerald and many other geneticists. 


But, Dr. Gerald reports, many 
obstetricians are performing amnio- 


‘ centesis, a prenatal test, for the 


primary purpose of sex selection. 


HE PREDICTS that pressures to 
limit family size and the contemporary 
development of sex-selection tech- 
niques that are more economical and 
safer than amniocentesis may allow 
the practice to become widespread in 
the next few years.

—A blanket excommunication could 
not be imposed on parties to a second 
marriage without investigating their 
intent. 


‘If we accept the finding of this 
committee,’’ Father Young. said, 
“then we would say that the status of 
these second-married Catholics is that 
they are men and: women within the 
Church who are in an_ irregular 
marriage, a marriage not approved by 
the Church. 


“IT IS OBVIOUS that most of these 
people believe that they are excom- 
municated.’’ The priest acknowl- 
edged that the law is still on the books 
and that the CLSA does not have the 
authority to repeal it. 


But the extreme sanction of 
excommunication is not applied 
lightly, he said, noting that the trend 
in. the Church is to grant an 
annulment of the first marriage, if it is 
found to have been faulty, and 
thereby to regularize the second. 


Annulments increased from 700 in 


1967 to almost 20,000 in 1975, he said, : 


but Church tribunals, or courts, do 
not have enough staff to handle all 
second marriages. - 


AN ALTERNATIVE for Catholics in 
second marriages, Father Young said, 
is to find sensitive confessors’’ who 
can help them evaluate the present 
status of their consciences and the 
validity of their present marriage. 


Under this so-called ‘‘internal 
forum solution,’’ divorced and remar- 
ried Catholics obtain permission from 
a confessor to receive the sacraments 
ifethey are unable to obtain a Church 
annulment of their first marriage 
through a diocesan tribunal, which is 
the external forum. The tribunals 
require witnesses and other evidence, 
not always obtainable, to prove that a 
marriage is not valid. 


Those concerned about divorce 
“can take heart that we are no longer

It is estimated that 10,000 amnio- 
centesis tests are performed annually 
in the United States, generally to 
detect potentially dangerous inherited 
diseases or severe birth defects. The 
procedure, usually performed be- 
tween the 14th and 15th week of 
pregnancy, requires the injection of a 
needle into a woman’s abdomen for 
the extraction of cells containing 
genetic indicators. 


Right-to-life spokesmen have been 
critical of the use of amniocentesis in 
programs sponsored by the March of 
Dimes, but the National Foundation 
has stressed that genetic research is 
directed primarily to disease detec- 
tion rather than to encourage 
abortions. 


DR. GERALD said the question of
